The "Minutemen" was organized in June, 1960, Its present 
headquarters are Norborne, Missouri, and ROBERT B. DE PUGH, 
Norborne, Missouri, is the national coordinator. Statements by 
DE PUGH and literature distributed by the organization in the past 
indicated its purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure of, 
the spread of communist influence within the United States; for 
the formation of a guerrilla or underground organization to , 
combat the troops of any foreign powers whiph might eventually 
occupy this country; and resist passage of laws which would 
regulate private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star Newspaper, Kansas City, Missouri, 
has on numerous occasions, carried various articles concerning 
DE PUGH and the "Minutemen, " wherein it was stated that members 
of the organization participate in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla 
tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other firearms. 

DE PUGH has publicly stated on numerous occasions that 
the "Minutemen" as an organization does not buy or store arms or 
ammunition; however, the individual members of the organization 
maintain arms and ammunition, which is their constitutional right, 

"Minutemen" literature mailed to members in the past 
has furnished instructions ia the use of explosives and has also 
given details for the making of explosive compounds from such 
readily accessible ingredients as a common fertilizer, ammonium 
nitrate* 

In May, 1066, a confidential source advised that ROBERT 
B. DE PUGH, in a recent message to the national coordinators of 
"Minutemen," announced the "Minutemen" organization was being 
divided into two separate bodies. One group to be composed 
directly of members who have been able to maintain complete 
secrecy of their identity, from both the public and from 
Government investigative agencies. The second group to be 
made up of all members who have been publicly identified, or 
who there is reason to believe have been identified as "Minutemen" 
members by an agency of the Federal Government.

In announcing the reorganization, , DE PUGH stated that 
a complete resistance movement involving total resistance must 
involve not only guerrilla warfare, but that it must involve 
psychological and political warfare as well. 

DE PUGH stated that what he was proposing and trying 
to effect was to build a political party that as such would 
have legal immunity, which would serve as a communications 
network for patriots that have other interests, and among 
whose members these other patriots can maintain their secrecy 
of identify. All future correspondence and communications on 
thenational level will be done in the name of the Patriotic 
Party. DE PUGH also advised that if ever called to court, as 
he expected to be in the future, he was going to state that 
as far as the national organization is concerned, the "Minutemen 
had ceased to exist. 

DE PUGH, in the announcement, continued to the effect 
there is no reason why at some future date, when the environment 
is more .conducive- to military action, that the Patriotic Party 
cannot be used once again to pull together various local organi- 
zations into one national organization. By acting both as a 
front and as a means of coordination, the Patriotic Party can be 
invaluable in the building of a future resistance movement.

This program followed the usual format 
of having individuals telephone the station directly or 
send telegrams to express their views and ask the panelists 
various questions. This phase of the program is usually 
the last thirty minutes of the program, as was the case 
during the NSRP program. 

At the inception of the program CHARLES 0. FARRIS 
was introduc ed as the Chairman of Chapter 49 of the NSRP, 
Cleveland, and 'A?. MART IN BARRETT was introduced as the 
Midwest Coordina tor of the/N3RP, Chicago, Illinois. In 
addition , a Mr. NELSON^LUCKY (phonetic) was the third 
member of the NSRP pyS^el who was introduced solely as a 
member of Chapter ,#9>. NSRP, Cleveland. 

During /6ie early part of the program FARRIS 
was asked by DOUGLAS to give an estimate of the number of 
people In the NSRP, as well as their names . PARRIS replied 
that he was not permitted to give the number of people 
in the NSRP nationally or locally but that the NSRP is the 
"strongest right wing group" and then pointed out that the 
NSRP is "stronger than the klari." 

Following FARRIS ' remarks the platform of the 
NSRP was given by DOUGLAS with comments usu ally from FARRIS 
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on each particular item. In general it was agreed by 
FARRIS that the NSRP advocates -the White America/, with 
white supremacy; expouses the eventual total segregation 
of the white race from the Negro and the Jew; the opposition 
of race mixing between all races and organizations and 
finally a program whereby ail Negroes in the United States 
would be sent to a country of their choice in Africa and ~ 
all Jews sent to Israel. , . 

FARRIS and BARRETT during the program continually 
pointed out that the NSRP is not eratical in nature nor 
do they advocate violence. FARRIS also denied any 
relationship between the NSRP and any klan organizations. 

Throughout the program FARRIS and BARRETT maintained 
that they did not consider violence as a solution* to the 
Negro problem. 

It was noted that the third member of the NSRP ' 
panel, NELSON LUCKY, did not actively participate in the 
discussion and it appeared that he was not well versed on 
the subject matter by the few comments that he did make. 

Following the regular panel discussion the program 
was thrown open to telephone calls and telegrams from the 
listening public. None of the callers or telegram writers 
were favorably impressed by the appearance of the NSRP or • 
what they advocate. The majority of them openly indicated 
that the members of the NSRP were plainly "ignorant" as 



well as un-American. 
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Throughout the program ALAN DOUGLAS continually 
"tore up" any discussion by the NSRP panel members 
and for the most part made them look very bad. In 
general the selection of these three NSRP representatives 
was very poor and their appearance did more to harm. the 
NSRP movement than it did to help their program. The 
publicity that they received throughout this particular 
program wad adverse to their motivation for appearing 
on the program and the sampling of the numerous individuals 
who called the program and wrote telegrams to the program 
would indicate that there is little interest in the NSRP 
movement .
